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1. POST SUPPORTS AND URGES THOROUGH INVESTIGATION OF INTER- 
NATIONAL CULTURAL EXCHANGE PROGRAM (ICX). 

2. FOR NEARLY A YEAR, PER REFERENCES, FAILINGS OF ICX 
PROGRAM IN QUITO HAVE COME TO ATTENTION OF POST FROM 
PARTICIPATING ECUADOREAN STUDENTS AND THEIR PARENTS AND 
AMERICAN STUDENTS. COMPLAINTS HAVE FOCUSED ON INADEQUATE 
TRAVEL, HOME AND STUDY ARRANGEMENTS. 

3. MOST RECENTLY CAO WAS TOLD BY FORMER DIRECTOR, QUITO 
OFFICE THAT HOME STAYS HAD BEEN ARRANGED FOR ONLY 30 OF 
SOME 150 STUDENTS PRIOR TO THEIR DEPARTURE FOR THE 
UNITED STATES, CLEARLY IN VIOLATION OF STATE DEPARTMENT 
REGULATIONS FOR EXCHANGE PROGRAM STATUS. 

4. MORE RECENTLY, TWO CASES HAVE BEEN BROUGHT TO 
POST'S ATTENTION. FIRST, ON JULY 22, TWO ICS STUDENTS, 

ONE AMERICAN AND ONE GERMAN, REQUESTED CAO'S HELP 
IN ASKING ICX HOME OFFICE, ANN ARBOR, TO ISSUE RETURN 
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OFFICE WAS REPORTEDLY DOING NOTHING TO HELP. 

5. GERMAN STUDENT ALSO VISITED GERMAN EMBASSY TO 
REPORT HIS PLIGHT. 

6. ON JULY 28. PAO AND CAO WERE VISITED BY IVAN 
RESTREPO, PRESIDENT OF THE CHAMBER OF AGRICULTURISTS, 

A PRESTIGIOUS PRIVATE AGRICULTURAL ORGANIZATION WITH 
WHOM EMBASSY AND USIS HAVE LONG ENJOYED CLOSE CONTACTS. 

7. RESTREPO'S COMPLAINT WAS ICX' BREAKING OF AN AGREEMENT 
TO SEND 30 AGRICULTURAL SCIENCE STUDENTS TO THE U.S. FOR 
4-5 YEARS OF STUDY, BEGINNING THIS SUMMER. 

8. BREAKING OF THE CONTRACT HAS CAUSED CAMERA CONSIDERABLE 
EMBARRASSMENT, PARTICULARLY BECAUSE THE 30 STUDENTS WILL 
NOW HAVE DIFFICULTY IN LATE ENROLLMENT IN ECUADOREAN UNIVER- 
SITIES. 

9. CONTRACT WAS BROKEN ACCORDING TO RESTREPO, 

PRIMARILY FOR FINANCIAL REASONS. THIS WAS IN PART 
SUBSTANTIATED BY ICX ASSOCIATE DIRECTOR, ANTHONY 
RUSSO, WHO IN A JUNE VISIT TO QUITO, REFERENCE MEMO 

OF JUNE 27, HAD TOLD CAO A PROJECT TO SEND AGRICULTURAL 
STUDENTS TO U.S. WOULD NOT BE DONE BECAUSE OF INCREASED 
COSTS AND LACK OF FULLY QUALIFIED STUDENTS. 

10. ICS IS NOW PROPOSING TO "CAMARA DE AGRICULTURA" 

AN ALTERNATIVE PROGRAM TO SEND 6 STUDENTS FOR THREE 
SEMESTERS OF STUDY TO "COMMUNITY CALLEGES" FOLLOWED 
BY UNIVERSITY STUDIES CONTINGENT UPON GOOD MARKS AND 
ICX "GOOD OFFICES" IN GAINING THEIR UNIVERSITY ADMIT- 
TANCE. RESTREPO IS HIGHLY SKEPTICAL OF "GOOD OFFICES" 

OF ICX IN GAINING UNIVERSITY ADMITTANCE AFTER THE 
"COMMUNITY COLLEGE" EXPERIENCE. 

1 1 . DIFFICULTIES AND PROBLEMS OF QUITO ICX PROGRAM 

REFLECT ADMINISTRATIVE/FINANCIAL PROBLEMS OF OVERALL PROGRAM 
AND POST AGAIN REITERATES ITS CONCER. 
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
